The pur^se of this study is to aid school boards, administrators 
teachers librarians, and planning boards who may wish to krfow’what 
specific Icgis ation affecting school libraries is in force, which States 
^enacted ifc, and what are the main points covered by the laws 
What are the legal specifications regarding 'the establishpient of 
schooMibranes? What legal provisions ace in force regard ^ fin an 

r^k^fon h" ' certification of librarians, approval of books, ^nd the 
relationships with other agencies? These are some of the questions 

frequently asked of the United States Office of Education, wh"h this 
bulletin may help to answer. 

Sources of Data and Method 

For the study the sources of data have heen the consolidated sUt- 
utro of the vanous Slates, the session laws, the school laws, Zns ' 
and other puhhMtjona of State departmenU of oducation and/or- 
respondent with s7ate school officials. It was necessary to use the 
ronsohda ed statutes, since not aU the school laws contL the prt 
visions relating to puhUc lihrarics. 

The meth^ used was first to digest in summary form all legislation

The classification of the material under common headings was the 
STKOiul step in the pn>ctHlure. The following headings, which were 
deciiliHl upon after considerable e.\perimentation and a number of 
conferences, form the first divisitms around winch the subject matter 
for lOich State digest is organized:

A stH'ond division of the material in the State digests has been made 
under ‘‘district," “county,” and “State," since in most of the Slates 
8choi)l organization and administration follow those unita. Notes 
have been made whenever there are exceptions to this classification. 
For the purpose of this study, the District of Columbia was considered 
as a State. 

The third step was to send the State digests to the chief State school 
officers with the request that they be checked for any inaccuracies 
and omissions, and relurnwl to the Office. All of the digests were 
verified, returned, and necessary corrections were made as suggested. 

The bulletin is in two parts.- The first part consists of summary 
tables which show the express legal provisions aflfecting school hbra- 
ries and also the States in which they are in effect. Part II contains 
the digests for each State as verified by the State officers. In using 
these digests, it is well to remember that school library legislation 
must be considered in the light of laws affecting the whole school 
program.

Procedures for EstoblisKmcnt 

As may l>«* s»*t‘n fntm laMr 1, laws in *21 Stat«‘s havo o.vpn'ssly 
provitlod for tho osralilislimrin of mIkhvI libraries Tliey do (Ins 
ovon though in some mstaiiees no lef:nl provision lias been ipmie for 
the support of these libraries after they are establisbeii . The laws of 
i of tin* 2l J^tates Idaho, New tlersey. New ^oik. I*ennsvl\'annr, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, and Washington — jjive the l"•tabhshment 
of libraries as a pur|>ose or om* of the ]mr|H>ses for providing tinaneial 
supiM>rt. (See table 2. eoluinh K.) 

The typ,‘ of distrielR.or sVIkmiIs alfeeted in the 21 States are jriven 
in column 2 of table I. In order to avoid inisinterpietalion. the terms 
used in the law are enclosed in quotation marks; as for example, 
"any," ''everv’.” “third class.” 

The question of compiilsorv or optional legislation repanliiif; estab- 
lishment is im|>ortant, but the interpretation of the |ihraseolopy is 
, "frequently didicult and somt^tiiiies can be made only in the lipht of 
the, peneral school lnws«an<l u|Murcourt decisions, Aceordinplv in 
column 3, no attempt at interpretation has been made, but instead the 
e.xact phrasinp of the law has been indicated l)v means of quotation 
marks; as for example, “Must provide” libraries, “Authorized” Ut 
furnish librarieji, and “May establish artd niaiiitain" libraries. The 
laws in 9 of the 21 States contained in table 1 proviile also for the 
tnaintenanco of school libraries as well as the establishment. 

Of the 2f) types of districts or schools in the 21 States (columns 2 
and 4). lepal n'sixuisibility for the establishment of school libraries 
n*sts with the poverninp body of the local school district in the follow- 
inp instances: Arizona, California (district and city Iwiawls of educa- 
tion), Florida, Idaho, Illinois (.'> typi»s of districts), Michipan (2ltypes 
of districts). Now York (“city” school districts), Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina, South Dakoto, Tennessee (county boards of eiluca- 
tion), Utah, West Virginia. In 3 cases the resimnsihility for the 
establishment of school libraries rests w'ith the State or county chief 
school o||^er — Rhode Island, Washington, and Wisconsin; in 3 others 
*writh the school district — Delaware, Minnesota, and New’ Jersey; and 
in the following 3 with the inhabitants— Maryland, New York (“Any” 
school district), and Tennessee (“any” public school). 

In this discussion it is reasonable to infer that any school district 
may provide librcfry service for scboob through general legal fmwers

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over education vested in governing bodies of school districts. For 
o.xample, the authorization “to d? all things necessary for the best 
interests of the school” pould be construed as allowing them to do 
this. However, as a matter of practice it is well known that many 
school districts are unable to do so because of lack of funds. 
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8 LAWS AFFECTING SCHOOL UBRAKIES 

Financial support 

Laws in 33 States (listed in column 1 of table 2) expressly provide 
financial support for school libraries. The types of districts or schools 
affected in the 33 States are ^ven in column 2 of table 2. In order to 
avoid misinterpretation in listing these districts and schools, the plan 
used in column 2 of table 1 is followed here, namely, to enclose in 
quotation marks the terms used in the law. 

One very important point about the laws relating to financial sup- 
port for school libraries is whether they are compulsory or optional. 
Owing to*the difficulty of determining this from the phraseology, the 
attempt to do so has not been made, and instead, the exact wording 
of the law has been given, just as in the case of table 1, column 3. 
Whether the phrase, “duty of trustees" to apportion money to libraries 
should be interpreted as compulsory and whetheF*“ authorized" to 
approve the purchase of library books should be interpreted as optional 
is often a matter which only a court decision or a r uling of an attorney 
general can decide. 

^ The sources of funds for financial support of school libraries, as 
provided by law, have been placed in three cat^iories — district, county, 

■ and State (columns 4, 5 and 6, table 2). In some instances it is 
difficult to determine the source because of the overlapping of funds. 
For example, the laws of Iowa provide that the money withheld by 
. the county auditor for school libraries shall ‘be * taken from the 
“apportionment” of the several school districts. The “apportion- 
ment" referred to comes from three sotir^: The proceeds of the 
county-wnde property tax, the interest on the State permanent school 
fund which is distributed through counties, and the proceeds of fines 
from violations of State penal laws. In this case the source was 
designated as State and the explanation made under a note in the 
State dig^t. {See Iowa digest, p. 72.) Jowa has also anothe)* source 
of funds for school libraries which is the “general school fund’^ of the 
district. This is undoubtedly made up of funds from district, county, 
and State sources, but was designated as district. 

An examination of colunms 4, 5, and 6 of table 2, shows that in the 
following 12 States the source of funds appears to he district only: 

Arizona Kansas New York Pennsylvania 

Colorado Missouri North Dakota Vermont 

Idaho Nebraska Ohio Wyoming 

In 4 States it is county only — Nevada, South Dakota, Washington 
and West Virginia; in 3, State only — California, Louisiana, and North ® 
Carolina. It is from both district and county in 4 States — MichiganV 
Mississippi, Montana, and Or^on; district ai^ State in 7 — Connecti\^ 
cut, Towa, Maryland, Minnesota, New Jersey, Tennessee; and Wis- 
consin; district, county, and State in 2 — South Carolina and Virginia; 
and county and State in 1 — ^Florida. 
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An examination of columns 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7 of table 2 shows that in 
8 States — Connecticut, Maryland, Minnesota, Mississippi, New 
Jersey, South Carolina, Tennessee, and Virginia— county or State 
grante or both for school libraries are dependent upon the receipt of 
funds from district o^local schools. The maximum yearly amount of 
these grants is given in column 7, table 2. The maximum yearly 
amount of grants for the regaining States is noted in the same column. 

The purpose for which school library funds may be spent is given in 
column 8, table 2. In some instances expenditures may be made for 
purposes other than library books or services. School apparatus is 
included in California and Michigan; suitable educational material in 
Connecticut; dictionaries and hooks for teaching vocal music, maps, 

cha^, and'apparatus in lowi; and books confined largely to curricular 
subjects in Kansas. 

The purpose of column 9 in table 2 is to show upon what conditions 
the grants are contingent. The one most frequently mentioned is 
that books shall be selec^d from a list approved by State educational 
boards or the State’s chief school officer or the State library agency.

The pMierol dot ns of solnxil oilieials are t<* 
formulate ami enforce rules for the inanaireinciit and care of hbranes, 
make re|Nirts, pn>vid«‘ for community us«- of lHu>ks when this is |»er- 
iniltisl by law, a<lmiiiister expiuidituns of school hbrary fumis, 
purciias«- library laatks ainl in some instances distribute them to 
seinmis (eohiinn 2, table 3). 

County hoards of inlucation an<l the county's chief school olhcer 
are generally given ris|)onsibility for si'cing to it that the spwilied 
library dutiis are perforimsi in countii's (s<‘e column 3, table 3). In 4 
of the States listiMl— Florida, South Candina, TennessiM', and West 
Virginia —the county is the unit for sclnml admiuisLration. The 
county library boanl in S«>uth Dakota is com|K>sed of the county 
superintendent, county amlitor. State’s attorney, superintendent of 
schools in imiepemlent «listricts, and principals of schools employing 
more than one teacher (wr S»nith Dakota digest, p. 118). The general 
a<lministrative duties of county schm>l laiards and oilieials are similar 
to those of district boards and oilieials (si'c column 3, table 3). 

On the StaU* level, the chief seh<K>l officer or State board of education 
is usually n‘S|>onsible for the State a«iministrative duties relating to 
school librari<>«. The State library agency is nanu^ in 2 Statics — New 
jTrsey ami Oregon and in another Stati' — Arkansas — it cooperates 
with the Boanl of Education and commissioner of e<iucation in formu- 
lating rules for the administration of sc1um)I Iibraries(column4,table3). 

The general duties performe<l by these boards and officials are: 
Requiring statistical data from district and county officials; making 
rules for the management and control of school libraries; prescribing 
library standards; and administering expenditures of funds for libra- 
ries.

Provisions for appointment are authorized in 14 States (eoltimn 2 
table -3). ‘ The laws specifically provide (or the c.*rtiHeation of school 
librarians in 9 States (column 3,^ table 5). It must not be inf.-rred 
from this that there is n6 provision for their certification in the re- 
niaming States, because in practically all of the States, certification is 
possible by reason of broad and p-iH'rlil cerfi/ying powers vested by 
law,m State school officers. The geiuTal trend in legislation relative 
to the certification of school librarians is th(> same as that for teacluTs, 
namely, to give State certifying authorities power to establish ia>gula- 
tions'for the ceptification of such librarians rather than fix them by 
statute:- 

. -In order to determine the’ number of States in which certifying 
authorities have adopted regulations for the certification of librarians 
the United States Office of Education, in connection with this study, 
asked ‘for ^such information from State departments of education in 
the spring of 1939.

Two other States — Kansas and Tennessee — have taken steps in 
that direction. This subject of the adoption of regulations for the 
certification of school librarians is discussed more fully in a recent 
article in School Life, the official organ of the United States Office of 
Education.’ 

School librarians are required by law to make records and reports 
in 6 States as indicat(-d in column 4 of table 5. Salary -provisions are 
specified in only 3 Stattf (column 5, table 5). The legal situation 
relative to salaries is similar to that for teachers, namely, to give local 
or State boards of education 'authority to adopt salary schedules 
rather than fix them by statutes. Teacher status is expressly con- 
ferred by law in only 4 States (column 8,* table 5) but here again the 
practice is to regard school librarians as teachers if their qualifications 
are similar to those for teachers.

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The laws of 5 States specify that a school officer shall act as librarian 
and those of 8 that the teaclier shall be the librarian (columns 6 and 
7, table 5). In this connection it shoijld be remembered that these 
laws were enacted for the purpose of making someone responsible for 
the care of library books in isolated rural schools. Since there are 
approximately, 122,000 1-teaclier and 25,000 2-teacher schools situ- 
ated in rural communities, this law is of considerable significance.

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Relationship of State Library Extension Agency 
to School Libraries 


In Stat<», some Stnto libraiT jiponcy or^init has been charpod 
by law wth the function of iinprovinp I i bran. service and of extendinp 
It to now without it. Several States, it is true, have not appro- 
pnatMl the necessary funds for their operation, but the autIuSrizati'on 
for the estabhshmenf of such apencies exists nevertheless. Althouph 
these agencies are thought of primarily in connection with public 
hbrary service, table 6 shows that 42 States haVe s|>ecifie<l legally for 
these agencies certain ser\ ices to or .relationships unth the schools. 

The mstances in which the atlininistrative control of the library 
agency is veste<l in school authorities are indicate in columns 2 and 
3 of table 6. T>om these columns it will be seen that of th 43 States 
3 vest legal control in the State board of e<l’ucation and 10 vest it in 
the State’s chief school officer. In 9 of the latter 10 cases, as indicate<l 
m footnote 3 to table 6, control is vested in the State’s chief school 
officer by virtue of his position as head of the department of education. ’ 
The connection which the chief State school officer has with the 
^veming board of the library agency constitutes'a significant relation- 
ship. The instances of this relationship are shown in columns 4 and 
5 of table 6. In 2 States he is the presiding officer of the board and 
in 1, Its secretaiy (columh 4, table 6). In 13 other States he is a 
member; in 1 of the 13 States-South Carolina-he is qot only an ex 
officio member but recommends the appointment of all members; 
and m another Arkansas he is not a member but recommends the 
appointment of one member (column 5, table 6).

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Tfie library extension agency’s services to schools, as specified by 
law, are noted in columns 0 to 13. One of the advisory services 
(cohinins 6, 7, and 8) most frequently mentioned in the laws is that 
of giving “advice on establislmient, maintenance, and management.” 
Another is advice on library techniques, which includes processing 
books, cataloging, and classification. Book loans is another service 
that is frequently included in laws specifically. It should be obser\'ed 
that there is considerable overlapping in the terms used by the law- 
makers in specifying the services to be performed, but the list as given 
is indicative of the present situation. 

Besides the services eniunerated in table 6, New Jersey has a law 
giving the library commission "power to consolidate school libraries 
(see New Jersey digest, p. 96); Michigan stipulates that the State 
Board of Libraries shall undertake research studies and shall make 
the resultant findings available to all public-school libraries within the 
State (see Michigan digest, p. 81); Nevada requires its State library 
to furnish an author-subject catalog of its miscellaneous collection 
to eveiy^ school library («cc Nevada digest, p. 93).

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Relationships Between Schools and Public Libraries 

The rolutioiiship between schools and the public libraries has been 
the subject of much discussion. In the recently published Social 
SfrnceH ami the Schools by the Educational Policies Commission, this 
problem is eonsidered at st>me length, and it has been treated also in 
other current liternjure. Table 7, with 37 States listed, shows the 
extent to which this relationsl^ip has been dealt with in express 
legislation. 

The headings of the various columns and the footnotes, it is hoped, 
are self-<'xplanatory, but there are some points to which attention 
might be called. One is, as shown in column 2, that school districts in 
20 States are permitted to establish a public library and that in 4 
others, some of which are included in the pri'ceding figure, they may 
maintain a public library already established. 

The matter of contractual relations, one of increasing importance, 
is indicated in columns 3 and 4. According to table 7, school districts 
in 19 States may contract with the county library for s«*rvice; in 17 
States, among which are some in the preceding figure, they may 
contract with other public libraries for service. It is inU*resting to, 
noU‘ further that the lawmakers have spi'cified in the case of 24 States 
the financial arrangements for the relationships (column 5). In 6 
States — California, Minnesota, Montana, Nevada, South Dakota, 
and Wisconsin — the districts may transfer funds and books to the 
public library in retuni for service. 

Since the membership of the governing body which formulates 
polici«*s for joint services is a matter of importance, the extent to 
which the schools are represented on it has been analyzed in columns 
6, 7, and 8 of table 7. In 6 instances, qualified as indicated by the 
footnotes, the local school board is legally designated as this governing 
body for joint service; in 7 others, the chief county school officer is a 
member of this governing board; and according to column 8, in 8 
instances, either a school official or officials make appointments to the 
board. Column 9 shows that 7 States have express legislation making 
it pcrmissihlc to have the public library housed in the school building. 

It might he well to observe that as shown by the large number of 
footnotes to table 7, it is evident that no general pattern is being 
foUow'ed by the Stqtes in their legislation on the relationships between 
schools and public libraries.
